_MANY ROBBERY VICTIMS. 


Several Holdups Thought to Have

Footpads Shoot Salesman, 

Two men of the same description as the 
north side footpads shot Michael McInerney, 
a salesman, three times in front of his resi- 
dence at 2145 West Thomas street. MclIner- 
ney Was returning about 2 o’clock. Nearly 
home, he was accosted by two men, one tall, 
the @her short. The tall man pushed a re- 
volver against his abdomen and ordered him 
to hold up his hands. < 

McInerney struck the man with the revol- 
ver in the face with a newspaper which he 
was carrying. The man returned the slap 
with a blow on McInerney’s head with the 
revolver. The taller man shot him twice as 
he lay om the sidewalk in a semi-conscious 
condition. Another shot was fired at Mc- 
Inerney by the smaller md«an. 

Tte first shot struck the victimuin the side. 
A elather belt and a button on his trousers de- 
flected its course, so it traveled downward 
through the abdominal cavity instead of up- 
ward toward the heart. The other bullet 
made a flesh wound in the leg.

LIVED AS NATURE’S. GUEST. 


Boston Artist Proves Person Is Able to 
Exist as Did Ancestors. 


Boston; Mass., Oct. 5.—[Special.]—Joseph 

Knowles, the Boston artist, entered the 
woods, naked and with no food of any kind, 
near the King and Bartlett camp on Rangely 
lakes on Aug. 4. Just two months, almost to 
the hour, he emerged yesterday on the shores 
of Lake Megantic, clad entirely in deer skins. 
The point where he left the wilderness is 
almost 100 miles in a straight line from the 
point he disappeared. 
_, By his feat Knowles proved his claim that 
the man of today is just as able to exist as our 
primitive ancestors were without modern ciy- 
ilization. | 

Because he feared the displeasure of game 
wardens for killing a deer in the woods out of 
season, Knowles dared not leave the woods 
in Maine, but crossed the Canadian line: In 
the party that met him were some of the 
game wardens, who assured him that they 
would overlook their duty in recognition of 
his feat. 

Alone for Sixty Days. 

In the whole sixty days Knowles did not 
see a human being, despite the fact that 
during the last week hundreds of sporting 
men from New York and New England were 
in the woods waiting for the deer season to 
open. A rude hut of boughs provided him 
with shelter and animals that he killed with 
his hands and rude weapons provided him 
food and clothing. 

Was Student of Nature. 

He was aware of -the edible barks and 
fungi of the woods and knew how to trap and 
snare the smaller denizens of the forests. He 
found his problem of food less pressing at the 
outset than that of clothes, for he readily 
made himself fishlines, and was able to snare 
frogs and enjoy the dainty of frogs’ legs.

The Rey. F. E. Hopkins Calls 
Play Running in Chicago 
“Trafficking in Filth.” 


Sizzling denunciation of the “ survival of 
the nastiest’ in the drama and the “ in- 
famous modern dances, mother of ,vice,’’ 
came yesterday from three Chicago pulpits, 
all on the south side. 

While the Rev. Frederick E. Hopkins of 
Park Manor Congregational church attacked 
the “cesspool drama; Dr. Melbourne P. 
Boynton at Lexington Avenue Baptist 
church and Jenkin Lioyd Jones at All Souls 
were excoriating the tango. 

Dr. Boynton has been making a special | 
study of conditions in public dance halls, 
which he found grave even with the waltz 
and two-step. With the tango feature added 
he thinks it time for the churches to quit 
talk and begin action. 


Calls It “Unashamed Hugging.” 

“ Mixed dancing is bad enough,”’ Dr. Boynr- 
ton said, ‘but dancing is becoming more 
evil every day. The new tangles of arms 
and legs, the fancy dips and darts, the open, 
tunashamed hugging will go to more disgust- 
ing lengths. Let all godly people denounce 
this muckmaking, maiden murdering, man 
destroying institution. 

‘The minds of both men and women are 
blanked by the dance. They are empty 
headed and can find interest in little else. 
Their nights are spent in the dizzy whirl and 
their days in dreaming of the next dance. 
The mental ruin accomplished by the dance 
halls is beyond our belief. A dance hall man- 
ager said to me concerning his patrons: 
‘They know nothing else; where else can 
His crowd was dancing the tango 
while he spoke’’ 


Sees Tango on Low Level, 

‘‘We are 6n the threshold of the winter's 
season in Chicago,”’ said the pastor of All 
Souls. “I know not which will be more de- 
plorable—the shivering, suffering of the poor, 
the crying, underfed, poorly clothed, and 
wretchedly housed children of the poor, or 
the shivering souls who in décolleté dresses 
and swallow-tailed elegancies will chase 
after pleasure, trying to make respectable 
the tango and to justify by the sophistri¢s 
of wealth those pleasures that had their 
origin on the low levels of lust and greed. 

“The suffering of the children in the 
wretched and accursed shacks of the poor is 
obvious, is immediate, is, to a degree, meas- 
arable and immediately remedial, but. the 
suffering of the spiritually starved children 
of the rich, .whose childish souls are unfed 
by the nourishing milk of the gospel of sim- 
plicity and love, is cast far into the future.” 


Denounces “Age of Smut.” 

Dr. Hopkins spoke frankly on modern 
tendencies in “‘ this age of smut,”’ expressing 
vigorous opposition to the public exposure 
by book or stage of vice. 

“A medical student told me of seeing spots 
of smut as large as dimes on a man’s lungs,” 
he said. ‘‘The cure for such a condition 
would have been fresh air. The men and 
women without smut on their souls are those 
who have read little and listened not at all, 
One would think the cure for soul smut would 
be more of the pure poured/into the mind. 

* Not at all, say Brieux, and Shaw, and Gor- 
ky. The cure is more smut. But why dignify 
it with ‘realism’? ‘Mrs. Warren’s Profes- 
sion,’ ‘ Blindness of Virtue,’ and ‘ The Lure’ 
are no more realism in drama than ‘ Three 
Weeks’ wasin literature. Itis trafficking in 
filth. And one of the critics, writing of the 
cesspool at the Blackstone theater, ‘Dam- 
aged Goods,’ concluded her disgusting story 
with, ‘ But I liked it.’ It shows how far fash- 
ion will carry some folks, or else we can learn 
to like anything, perhaps.’’

Tomorrow night the entire “‘ com- 
mand "’ will view mimic battles and cavalry 
maneuvers in the gold room of the hotel. A 
mile and a half of film photographed by 
Maj. Thomas J. Dickson, chaplain Sixth 
fleld artillery, United States army, will be 
exhibited. Maj. Dickson is nationally fam- 
ous as the “chaplain photographer.” His 
work, taken up at first experimentally, has 
come to the attention of the war department 
at Washington, and he was ordered to show 
his moving picture film at the Chicago con- 
vention. 

“Maj. Dickson has produced astounding 
results,’’ said Col. Milton J. Foreman, com- 
manding the Illinois First Cavalry. “I 
think his demonstration of the use of the 
moving picture is a revelation. A board 
was recently appointed to study the Ameri- 
can methods of cavalry maneuvers and the 
foreign cavalry maneuvers. The maneuvers 
as recorded on the. moving picture film 
where they can be repeated over and over 
again for minute inspection in the quiet of 
an office is an achievement that seems of 
incalculable value.

All Are Punished Alike, . 

* Another unintelligent aspect is the way 
the system inevitably tends toward making 
punishment for small offenses the same as 
great offenses, There is no difference, for 
instance, between the offense of a man talk- 
ing in the shop and of a man who takes up a 
crowbar and attempts to murder the officer in 
charge. Both are treated to the dungeon. 

“*T obtained from my night in the punish- 

ment cells a glimpse into the lowest circles 
ef the inferno and it will be best for me not 
to attempt to analyze my impressions about 
it at this time. 
“There is a frightful waste of human life 
and ingenuity because the aystem ia so bad 
that, while there is some reform, the princi- 
ple of the reformation is not used toanywhere 
near its measure of possibilities. Realizing 
perfectly the considerable number of degen- 
‘eratee and other undesirable citizens in- 
cluded in the ranks of the prisoners, I was 
amazed at the amount of splendid courage; 
fine feeling, and neighborly interest displayed 
by the inmates toward each other. 


Forbidden to Write Letters. 
“You can realize somewhat the cruelty 
of a rule which forbids a newcomer in prison 
to write more than one letter a month. Think 
lof it. He has been carried away from his 
wife and family, his friends are full of sym- 
pathy, he is plunged into the middle of this 
strange and lonesome world, and then, by a 
refinement of cruelty, he is denied the priv- 
flege of writing. What is gained by such 
restrictions? 

* fhe convicts called me Brown and did 
their best to think of me as one of them- 
selves. They took my experiment in the 
way I hoped they would, but feared they 
couldn't.

New York. I have gained a new knowledge 
of human nature, a new faith in human 
nature, a new altruism, because I have seen 
80 much in Auburn prison that was gracious 
and brave and splendid in every way. 

“*I| believe that more people have been 
thinking about the prison system in this 
state this week than any week since prisons 
were! erected in New York state. Much of 
this interest will of course evaporate. We 
do-not expect a millennium. Neverthl®less, 
the ground has been tilled for the work that 
is to come and an interest has been aroused 
in which the convicts will be helpful in some 
way or other the rest of their natural lives. 

‘So far as I am concerned the thing has 
been a thrilling success, and I think that I 
have imagination enough after what I have 
geen and done and lived through this week 
to put myself in the shoes of most of the 
convicts, and that knowledge will, I hope, 
bring forth good fruit.”

PENNSYLVANIA WOMEN CHECK 
VIVISECTION BY BUYING DOGS. 


Anti-Cruelty Society Members Pay 
$800 for Animals Designed for Ex- 
periments at Medical School. 


Philadelphia, Pa., Oct. 5.—([Special.]— 
Vivisection of 800 dogs by doctors of the 
University of Pennsylvania medical school 
was prevented by the Women's Pennsyl- 
vania Society for Prevention of Cruelty to 
Animals by purchasing the beasts. 

This was the method employed by the so- 
ciety to combat the vivisectionists before 
they hit upon the scheme of prosecution, 
which resulted in the indictment of five of 
the faculty on charges of cruelty to animals. 

Miss Henrietta Ogden, 301 North Nine- 
teenth street, one of the leaders in the so- 
ciety’s warfare against the medical men, 
made the above statement. They were 
borné out in their statements by Miss Kath- 
erine 8. Nicholson and Mrs. William Poole. 

‘* We bought dogs from the animal house,”’ 
said Miss Henrietta Ogden today. “‘ Framps 
and boys took them there and sold them to 
the keeper for 50 cents each. We bought 
them away at $1 each. We were willing to 
pay it. Our purpose was to reduce their 
stock of dogs as low as we could. We suc- 
ceeded, too. We couldn't buy enough to de- 
feat them, but we madé it hard for them, 
and some of the professors had to give up 
their work altogether.”

State Hopes to Interest Nation 
in Gettysburg Address 
Celebration. 


TAKE FIRST STEPS TODAY. 


Gov. Dunne Plans to Call Mass- 
meeting at Fair Grounds on 
Thursday or Friday. 


[BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Springfield, Ill., Oct. 5.—[{Special.]—Gov. 
Dunne and Senator Magill will confer to- 
morrow morning and arrange a plan of pro- 
cedure for getting the celebration of the 
semi-centennial of the Lincoln Gettysburg 
address into full swing. 

Following this conference it is probable 
the governor will issue a formal call for a 
mass meeting or conference to be held 
either Thursday or Friday at the state fair 
grounds, at which suitable resolutions will 
be adopted calling for a proper celebratién 
of the anniversary within Illinoia, and, if 
possibile, throughout the nation. 

Tomorrow evening, officers and members 
of the state centennial commission will be- 
gin to arrive here in anticipation of the 
formal meeting of that body Tuesday morn- 
ing. 


Commission Favors Dunne Plan. 

From members of the commission have 
come expressions of strong sympathy with 
the suggestion made in THE TRIBUNE edi- 
torial to the effect that the commemoration 
of Gettysburg day, on Nov. 19, is a most ad- 
mirable moment to launch the historical and 
educational campaign looking forward to the 
great events in preparations for thegenten- 
nial year. 

This feeling is believed to be such that 
the centennial commission may take some 
formal action in support of the plan and join 
actively and energetically with Gov.

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was admitted to the hospital and supplied. 
with a private nurse by the name of H. M, 
Ederiéy, and for whom the Illinois Training 
school collected $75 for her services.

the O. K. of the warden or the assistant war 
den. 


Investigatidn Cuts Dowr Lists, 

‘Since the investigators were detailed by 
you to the hospital we find the average de~ 
creasé of patients per month to be » 
per cent and the daily applicants decreased by 
almost 80 per cent: 

“ Investigation’ shows all those presenting 
letters or cards,/no matter from whom, gre 
laboring under the impression that this gives 
them a special privilege, and it is much more 
difficult to explain to them that they are not 
entitled to hospital care, or in cage they are 
admitted, to impress on them that they are 
not entitled to any more special care than the 
average applicant admitted to the hospital. 

“ Although your letter limita the investiga- 
tion to the first of December of last year, 
there is abundant proof that these conditions, 
in fact on a muth larger scale, have been in 
existence for a jong period of time and the 
internes and dottors who are now, and who 
were formerly at the hospital, are unanimous 
in saying these abuses are the greatest detri- 
ment to the patients es a whole cared for at 
the hospital.”

compicted in-Aprilofnext year. The Chicago 
avenue bridge, costing $263,000, ought to be 
completed by June next, according tO the 
city’s program. When they actually will be 
completed isa guess. The Citizens’ asesocia- 
tion some time ago demanded that the con- 
tract for the Chicago avenue bridge be can- 
celed. It was asserted there was no proba- 
bility the bridge would be finished on time, so 
far as the Byrne Brothers contract was con- 
cerned. 


Mayor Stands by Friends? 

The Byrne company was incorporated 
within a few months after Mr. Harrison's 
election. At least two of the mayor's 
friends are stockholders and officers of the 
corporation. They may have been encour- 
aged to form the company by a misconstruc- 
tion of a statement of the mayor's during his 
campaign. That statement printed in the 
moming newspapers of Feb. 26, 1911, reads; 

Anybody familiar with my career 
knows that I have stood by my friends 
and I am naturally proud of having so 
many. , 

These friends may have misinterpreted this 
to mean they .would be encouraged in tne 
marine business. When the attention of the 
public was directed to the Byrne company 
the mayor said he welcomed added competi- 
tion in the marine work. 


Enter, Campaign Contributors, 

One of the mayor's friends in the Byrne 
corporation is M. P. Byrne and the other is 
Frank Paschen, a Democratic committeeman 
of the northwest side. He is known to have 
devoted his time and efforts to assisting the 
mayor's candidacy. Byrne is credited with 
having bestowed $1,000 on the mayor's cam- 
paign fund, according to a statement issued 
from headquarters on Feb. 20, 1911. The 
company has tug named the Oscar F. 
Mayer. .A north side packer of this name 
is also a friend of the mayor, and was cred- 
ited with giving $1,200 to the Harrison cam- 
paign. 

Plans for Other Bridges, 

Bids have been received on the proposed 
double decked Lake street bridge. This will 
cost about $550,000, but a portion of the price 
must be paid by the Oak Park elevated road. 

Bids will be opened on the temporary bridge 
at Madison street on Oct. 16 next. The bridge 
engineer says plans are nearly completed for 
permanent structures. at Madison street, 
Webster and Belmont avenues. 

Plans have not been started for spans at 
One Hundred and Sixth street, Fuller street, 
Weed street, South California ayenue, Mont- 
rose avenue and Clark street. 

No appropriation has even been made for 
Van Buren street bridge, which the federal 
government ordered taken out last week. 
Adams street and Wells street are not in the 
city’s program as now arranged, although a 
bridge at Jackson boulevard is contemplated 
by the South park commissioners end the 
sanitary district. 


Promise on Twelfth Street. 

The city has promised to pay a part of the 
cost of a new bridge at Twelfth street. The 
mayer has been talking of a bridge at either 
Franklin or Orleans street, but no definite de- 
cision has been made in the matter. 

The status of the $4,655,000 bond issue indi- 
eates the amount of progress in bridge con- 
struction. Only $1,000,000 of these bonds 
have been issued and sold, although they 
were approved by the voters in April, 1911 
three summers ago.

FROM INCOME TAX 


President and Federal Judges 
Need Not Pay During 
Present Terms. 


TANGLE OF LAW. 


(BY A STAFF CORRESPONDENT.) 

Washington, D. C., Oct. 5.4-{ Special.}— 
President Wilson and the judges of the Su- 
preme and inferior courts are the only fed- 
eral officials with salaries exceeding $3,000 
who are wholly exempt from the payment 
of the national income tax imposed by the 
Underwood-Simmons tariff law. | 

Many inquiries concerning the reason for 
thia exemption have been recdived by ..2 
TRIBUNE. The explanation given by the 
framers of the income tax sectign of the 
tariff act is that the imposition of the tax 
on the president and the féderal judges 
would operate to diminish their salaries, in 
violation of the express injunction of the 
constitution. igee 

The tariff law exempts from the tax “‘ the 
compensation of the present president of the 
Unfted States during the term for which he 
hag. been elected, and of the Judges of the 
Supreme and inferior courts of the United 
States now in office.” ed 


Clause in Constitution. 

This phraseology was adopted tp conform 
to the provision of the constitution that the 
president shall receive a “compensation 
which shall neither be increased nor dimin- 
ished during the period for which he shall 
have been elected,” and that the judges shall 
receive a ‘‘ compensation whith shall not be 
diminished during their continuance in of- 
fice.’ ee 

It was contended that the application of 
the tax to these officials would be an indirect 
method of reducing their compensation while 
in office, and might be construed (as a viola- 
tion of the constitution. These are the only 
federal officials whose salaries are regulated 
by the constitution. It is pointed) out that if 
President Wilson should be) reflected he 
would be required to pay the income tax 
after March 4, 1917, and that federal judges 
who shall be appointed hereafter will be sub- 
ject to the impost. od 

Senators and representatives, jin passing 
the bill, automatically and voluntarily re- 
duced their own salaries. oa 


Clause Explained by Hull. 

In explanation of the exemption, Represen~ 
tative Hull of Tennessee, father of the in- 
come tax section, said tonight: | 

‘* As construed heretofore, the constitution- 
al provision to the effect that the salaries of 
these officials cannot be diminished during 


their terms of office has been held to exempt 


such salaries until their sudcessors assume 
office, when the tax would apply. Thisisa 


_canstitutiénal provision independent of any 
taxing provision in the constitution. During 


and subsequent to the civil War period it was 
held that salaries of these officials during 


their respective terms of office could not be 


diminished for any. purpose, taxing or oth- 
erwise, and it was so held with peta to an 


attempt to assess them for income tax.

to allow the Successors of fédengl Judges and 
of the present president of the United States

State Officers Exempt. 

The law also exempts from the tax “ the 
compensation of all pe and employés 
of a state or any political subdivision thereof 
except when such compensation is paid by 
the United States government.”

MINER RESCUED FROM DEATH - 
JOINS IN PRAISE SERVICE. 


Man Entombed for Eight Days in 
Pennsylvania Colliery Attends 
Church and Receives His Friends. 


Ceritralia, Pa., Oct. 5.—Thomas Toshesky, 
the miner who was liberated yesterday from

DUNNE WORRIED BY THE OUTLOOK

Springfield, Ill., Oct. 5.[Special.]—Senator 
Lawrence Y. Sherman is confident the man 
whom he will have to defeat to insure his own 
reélection in 1914 is Roger C. Sullivan. 

With this politieal presumption the Sher- 
man |campaign has been inaugurated for- 
mally and the big feature of the state fair 
political bout will be the disclosures of the 
hands of Senator Sherman and of Mr. Sulll- 
van. 

It is believed that Senator Sherman became 
assured of the active candidacy of Mr. Sulll- 
van through advices from Washington which 
have reached him since Mr. Sullivan's last 
week visit to the national capital. Senator 
Sherman's friends have the understanding 
that there is a crisis in Washington over the 
federal patronage in Illinois. It is up to a 
showdown on the part of Senator Lewis 
whether he is to stand with or against Mr. 
Sullivan in party matters in the state, and he 
[Senator Lewis] knows that Mr. Sullivan is 
prepared to enter the senatorial race as a can- 
didate on his own account. 


Not Worried on Primaries. 

Senator Sherman is not worried over the 
outcome of the Republican senatorial pri- 
maries next September, his friends say. 

The state fair doings will reveal, it is be- 
lieved, the intentions of Frank O. Lowden, 
During the last few days there has been an 
effort made among some of the old federal 
crowd to pring Col. Lowden'’s name into 
prominence. Whether this means that his 
senatorial boom is to be sprung is not di- 
vulged. 

Between Senator Sherman and his pred- 
ecessor, former Senator Shelby M. Cullom, 
the |best of personal feeling exists, it is 
learned, with the result thatsthe bulk of the 
Republican leaders who have been lieuten- 
ants of Cullom are supporting Sherman. 

Incidentally the policy of extermination 
of Republican office holders now in use by 
the new administrations in national and 
state offices is settling the old warfare be- 
tween the Republican state and rederal 
crowds, and the state fair roundup wil! come 
nearer to being a real ” love feast.” 


Lorimer’s Course Unknown, 

The probable course of William Lorimer 
and his allies is unfathomed by the Sherman 
managers. Some of them express the belief 
that Lorimer will run himself in the Repub- 
lican primaries against Sherman, Others 
say he will run independently in November 
and keep out of the Republican fight. Still 
others allege that Lorimer is through, but 
that he would run in November if he thought 
by so doing he could retaliate on Sherman 
and help along Sullivan by splitting the Re- 
publican vote. 

Gov. Dunne is worried over the situation. 
He telegraphed today to Senator Lewis that 
it.is important that the latter be in Spring- 
field Wednesday and that he remain here 
until. Saturday. No comment is to be had 
from the governor on the Sullivan move- 
ment. State Senator W. Duff Piercy of 
Mount Vernon will be here tomorrow morn- 
ing witha live senatorial boom. 

Congressman Lawrence Stringer of Lin- 
coln is an active candidate for the Demo- 
cratic nomination. The formal announce- 
ment made by him directly after the Wilson 
inauguration was reissued today and is a 
declaration that he was robbed of election 
by the Lorimer affair in 1909, and that he is 
entitled to the Democratic nomination next 


year. 
Progressive Stand in Doubt, 

The Progressive attitude, in the absence 
of any of the party leaders, can only be sur- 
mised. Much depends on whether Frank H.

Urges Public List of Fakers. 

“If these men who swear to false sched- 
ules were prosecuted promptly by the state's 
attorney and their names listed in public the 
abuse would stop,"" said Municipal Judge 
John R. Newcomer yesterday. 

“At present the straw bondsman can be 
prosecuted only for perjury. I amin favor of 
a special law making the falsification of bail 
bonds a special crime, punishable by nothing 
leas severe than a term in the Joliet peniten- 
tiary. 

“It is a shame the number of desperate 
criminals who get out of jail on worthless 
bonds, and a special law, I believe, would be 
a most effective way to stop it. Let the 
bondsman understand thoroughly his sworn 
echedule will be investigated, and if proved 
false hé will be certain to go to the peni- 
tentiary.”’ 

“I have been criticised,” said Municipal 
Judge John A. Mahoney, “ for letting pris- 
oners sign their own bonds. There is noth- 
ing back of them but the honor of the in- 
dividual, but it has proved to be a better 
way than finding out afterward that the 
bonds are worthless. The horse has gone 
and ‘twill do no good then to lock the barn 
door. I believe the city attorney ought to 
look into this case. I certainly would favor 


a law to cover this particular crime.” 


Tells How Easy It Is, 

“Tt is easier to get out of jail on a worth- 
less bond,’’ said a police sergeant who 
handles many bonds every day, “ than it is 
to get in. All a bondsman need do ig to go 
before a municipal judge, make affidavit to 
a schedule of property, and the judge ap- 
proves the bond; take a car and go to the 
jail, if the prisoner is there, and hand in 
the papers; the man is out in a few minutes. 

“Tt is the same way at a police station. 
The bondsman can get the judge’s signature 
to any bonds for any crime except murder. 
The desk sergeant usually calls up the judge 
to make sure it was signed by him. Maybe 
he knows the bond is worthless, but if he 
values his position he will not get into an 
argument with the judge who approved it. 
The prisoner is turned out, and that’s tne 
last seen of him. 

‘“‘In some instances the bondsman is not 
even asked to identify himself, or to show 
the deed to the property he schedules, The 
great wonder is that anybody held over for 
trial in the Municipal court ever shows up.” 


Hoyne Plans Check, 

State’s Attorney Hoyne said he would con- 
fer with Chief Justice Olson to devise meth- 
ods of checking on Municipal court bonda. 

“In the Criminal court,” he gaid, * every 
surety is investigated and when a bonds- 
man has his entire schedule covered he is put 
on a ‘ black list’ until some of his bonds are 
returned. The same thing should be done in 
the Municipal court.’ 

This, however, according to several of the 
judges, would not prevent “ Mr. Carter” 
from swearing to another worthless bond. 

A week ago Judge Olson eent a list of 107 de- 
linquent bondsmen to desk sergeants. These 
bondsmen have forfeitures against them, and 
the desk men were requested to refuse to 
allow them to “ go bond " for any prisoner ip 
the future. 

Captain of Detectives Halpin notified the 
police force on Saturday night to arrest Fred 
V. Bandissini, who jumped a@ ball bond of 
$4,000. He was arrested on complaint of the 
manager of the Stratford hotel for passing 
bogus checks. Philip May, saloonkeeper, 
signed the bond, which was approved by Mu- 
nicipal Judge Mahoney. Bandissini simply 
“ failed to appear ” when the case was called 
and the bond was forfeited.

Briggs House Register Shows

Business. 


LEFT HOME TOO HURRIED TO TALK 


While private detectives were on thetr-way 
to Minnesota in an effort to locate Charles 
Centennial Palmer, Democratile politician of 
Canton, Ill, named by John C. Henning ag 
his “ paymaster” for several months, de- 
velopments yesterday served to connect Pal- 
mer with persons already mentioned in con- 
nection with the plot for the defamation of 
Clarence S. Funk. 

Palmer for two years was a roommate of 
William D. Bennett, the law clerk for Pat- 
rick H. O’Donnell, who, it is said, frst acted 
as companion and “ purse ™ for Henning aft- 
er his flight from Chicago, They lived to- 
gether at the Briggs house until Palmer went 
to Canton. Bennett remained at the hotel « 
short time alone and then went toa boarding 
house. Palmer continued to make the hotel 
his Chicago headquarters. : 

Palmer was in Chicago for several hours 
on Thursday, the day Henning was brought 
back from Minneapolis. While Henning was 
making a confession to State’s Attorney 
Hoyne naming Palmer as the man who had 
accompanied him on his travels and whe 
had paid him money to travel and live on, 
Palmer was in room 523 at the Briggs house, 
He was at the hotel only a few hours. 


Dates Corroborate Henning. 

Palmer was registered at the Briggs house 
on Sept. 15 and checked out on Sept. 164 His 
presence in Chicago on these dates corre- 
spond with statements made by Henning in 

his confession té State’s Attorney Hoyne. 

Palmer's acquaintance and friendship with 
Bennett, his presence !n Chicago on the day 
Hénning arrived in Chicago after his arrest. 
and the flight of Henning’s companion from 
Minneapolis were facts used to controvert 
Palmer's denial of knowing anything of Hen- 
ning. 

In Canton it was believed Palmer had gone 
to Hines, Minn. His relatives cénfirmed the 
report that he had left Canton on Saturday 
morning when he learned Henning had impli- 
cated himinthe Funk case. Palmer is known 
to have spent several hours on Friday night 
at the Canton Elks club. Mail received for 
him since his departure is at his office, but he 
apparently left no farwarding address. 

That he did not intend to leave Canton go, 
hurriedly is indicated by the fact that he 
rented a house from Lewis Thompson and 
paid one month in advance. 


Aged Mother Gives Facts. 

Mrs. Nancy Palmer, the eeptegenariat 
mother of the missing man, said during the 
day her son had left the house early Satur- 
day forenoon. She could not state the hour, 
but thought he departed too late to catch the 
9:15 train, the terminus of which is Keoe- 
kuk, la. 

“Tf he did,” she sald, “ he hed to step lively. 
He took with him the traveling bag he usu~, 
ally carries. I am not sure whether he tools 
his gun or‘not. He did not tell me where he 
was going, and I do not knew where he is 
now. He is a good deal of a roustabout, an@ 
moves around considerably. He rarely ine 
forms me of his movements. I don’t Know’ 
anything about the Henning matter.” 

Mrs. Palmer, whose husband, the Rev,. 
Alonzo Palmer, died two months ago, { ai:

trpe. She outwardly did not indicate any® 
great concern over Henning’s confession con® 
gecting her son with his flight, and athe wa 
the opinion he probably knew what he wa 
doing, and if he thought best would commu:

“Going Hunting,’ Says Brother. 

J. W. Palmer, who isa carpenter in Cantomg 
ralked without restraint of hig brotner. 

“He got his gun and hunting clothes Satur 
day morning and said he was going hunting,’ 
he sald. “I thought he said he wae going to 
Minnesota. Ihave not seen him since. Char< 
ley has been in and out of Canton for @ yeam 
sbout twelve times, all told.

Many a person of sensitive organization takes 
cold in September after filling the stomach with 
cold watermelon, taking away from the surface 
of the body the power of resistance it other- 
wise might have. Cold foods require more energy 
than warm ones, because they have to be raised 
to a certain temperature before digestion be- 


ns. 

There is no time of year when we ought to 
give more careful attention.to what we eat than 
at the change of seasons, especially when the 
change is from warm to cold. We ought to 
consider among other things whether we have 
body heat to spare for the warming up of cold 
foods, to which we have accustomed ourselves 
during the warm weather. 

When the air {s crisp, the appetite becomes 
keener, and there is need to exercise a good 
deal of restraint, or we use up More energy than 
we can safely spare in taking care of the ex- 
cess of food eaten above the body's actual needs. 

Because too much blood is used up to supply 
inner energy, the body’s surface is left ex- 
posed to outside assaults. Colds become gen- 
eral, and a cold is a bad introduction to the 
three months which precede another and more 
severe change of season, marked extensively by 
the unnecessary presence of pneumonia, in- 
fivenza, etc. La grippe gets its best work just 


about Christmas time, or shortly after, often be- 
cause a heavy cold introduced October, 

When the system is reduced by a cold al-

For these reasons this is the time of year for 
a bland diet. Bacon, eggs, milk, vegetables—es- ‘ 
pecially onions and grape juice—are all good 
things to depend upon. If the cold is’ present, 
take orange juice, for it is particularly good for 
upset mucous membranes. 

This is particularly a time of year to keep 
the digestion good, for the less food a-man 
can digest, the more must he take and carry 
as waste. It cannot be.too strongly empha- 
sized that the more labor a man forces upon 
the muscles that do his internal work, not only 
are they more likely to break down, but the 
less he has for muscular work outside. 

He can load himself up with 6,000 calories of 
food, while far more than half that amount, in- 
stead of yielding him energy, engages him in a 
tug of war to master it.
